The Blood fluſh'4 in Barzalu's Face at theſe Words, 
he bit his Lips almoſt through and through, to hinder 
his Spleen from riſing; and that Politician, deteated 
by the brisk Air and lofty Repulſe of my young Miſtreſs, 
lett her haſtily, pretendiug it was time to be at the Di. 
van; and went out med with Rage, and with a Conver- 
ion from which he expected otherwiſe Succeſs.
